If we can but yet through the present 


' coiner '' on water, that nature and 
short-sightedness have got on tho peo- 
ple of Oakland, there ought not to be 
any trouble for perhaps a quarter of a 
century. Once get that new reservoir 
completed and filled on the present 


catchment" plan, aud that in addi- 


tion to tho one used at present, there 
will be a supply that will tide over imy 
dry season that may i.'ouie for the next 
twenty years at least, audit is uot a very 
costly affair a'l things considered. It 
can be repeated fit various points in 
louiparatirely easy reach of Oakland. 
So long as that system of supply is ad- 
hered to, there need be no bother oboul 
tho resource. 
-V dam can be thrown 


across the debouch of every canyon, as 
it were, and a vast head of good, bad 
and 
indifferent 
water 
obtained for 


household 
and 
irrigation 
purposes. 


When we say, bad we mean it might bo 
unfit for house use, but very good for 
many other purposes. 


Why could not this "catchment'' plan 


be applied to thousands of places in this 
State that are suffering for irrigation as 
a rale ? If tho rains were caught and 
lield in the canyons, after the manner of 
Lake Chal>ot, for instance, or the San 
Leaudro reservoir, millions upon mil- 
lions of acres might be adapted to the 
most successful agricultural operations, 
and uninterruptedly. This is leaving 
out of the count all the great lakes anil 
rivers of the State, which seeiu to en- 
gage the chief attention of the political 
iconomists at this time, to say nothing 
of artesian and other wells. 


But to repeat our first proposition, it 


is quite unnecessary for the people of 
this side of the bay to get alarmed about 
water, except for the prevailing season. 
From now until the rains fill the San 
Leandro reservoir, economy cannot be 
insisted upon too severely. Once get 
tho oouniut of that new hike, and 
the future will be clear, so far as this 
place is concerned. Of course, it will 
never be such water »-. that of Tahoc. 
but such as it is. it can be had in any 
abundance ut comparatively little cost — 
simply that of throwing an embankment 
ncross ths canyons aud attacking the 
mains to them. In the meantime, use 
economy—at least fairness anil decency 
in regard to irrigating •' at night."
